TO 



Provide for the Union of the Offices of Clerk of the Peace 
and Clerk of the Crown in Ireland, and for other purposes 
relating thereto. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law regulating 
the appointment of persons to the offices of Cleric of the 
Crown and Clerk of the Peace in Ireland, and the collection and 
receipt of the fees and emoluments of such offices, and to make 
5 provision for the union of such offices, and for other purposes : 

Be it therefore enacted b| the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
hy and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in the present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

10 1. This Act shall extend and apply to Ireland only. 

2. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Clerks of the 
Crown and Peace Act (Ireland), 1876.” 

3. The several parts of the several Acts in the Schedule (A.) to 
tins Act annexed shall he and the same are hereby repealed, but such 
15 repeal shall not prejudice or affect any proceedings instituted before 
the time of such repeal, nor shall it bo construed to lessen or affect 
any right to which any person may at the time of such repeal 
be entitled under such repealed enactments or any liabilities then 
existing or incurred thereunder. 



20 4. In this Act— 

The term “Lord Lieutenant” shall mean the Lord Lieutenant 
and the Lords Justices or other chief governors or governor of 
Ireland for the time being : 

The term “ Lord Chancellor ” shall mean the Lord Chancellor of 
25 Ireland or Lord Keeper or Lords Commissioners for the cus- 
tody of tile Great Seal in Ireland : 
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The term “Treasury” shall mean the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury for the time being, or any two of them : 

The term “county” shall extend to and include a county of a 
city and county of a town and any riding of a county : 

The term “ grand jury ” shall include any town council autho- 5 
rised to make presentments : 

The term “ borough ” shall mean any borough, not being a 
county of a city or county of a town, to which a separate com- 
mission of the peace has been or shall be granted : 

The expression “ chairman ” shall mean the chairman of quarter 10 
sessions of the county, and shall extend to and include the 
recorders of the city of Dublin, of the borough of Cork, and 
of any borough or town in Ireland under the Act passed in 
the session of the third and fourth years of Her Majesty’s 
reign, chapter one hundred and eight, intituled “ An Act for 15 
“ the Regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland,” and 
their deputies lawfully appointed. 

5. Dor the purpose of consolidating the offices of Clerk of the 
Crown and Clerk of the Peace in Ireland, and to provide, pending 
such consolidation, for the due discharge of the duties of the 20 
Registrars of the Civil Bill Courts, the following provisions shall 
take effect : 

(1.) When first after the passing of this Act a vacancy shall occur 
in the office of either Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of the 
Peace in any county or borough, the Lord Lieutenant 25 
shall order that the offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk 
of the Peace in such county or borough shall be consoli- 
dated, such consolidation to take effect when the united 
offices shall be held by one and the same person (herein- 
after referred to as “ the Clerk of the Crown and Peace ”), 30 
after which the offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of 
the Peace in such county or borough shall thenceforth 
be and remain united and consolidated, and the person 
holding such united and consolidated offices shall be called 
the Clerk of the Crown and Peace for such county or 35 
borough : 

(2.) Upon any such vacancy as aforesaid, the Lord Lieutenant, 
if he shall so think fit, may appoint to the offices so ordered 
to be consolidated, the holder of the other of the said 
offices not then being vacant, and which person is herein- 40 
after called “ the surviving officer :” 
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(3.) When after such union and consolidation as aforesaid the 
office of a surviving officer who shall not have been ap- 
pointed to the united offices shall he vacant, or if both 
the said offices shall he vacant simultaneously, the Lord 
5 Lieutenant shall appoint to the united offices a fit and 

proper person qualified as herein-after mentioned : 

(4) If upon a vacancy occurring in the office of Clerk of the 
Crown for any county or borough the surviving officer 
s hall refuse to accept the united offices, or for any 
other reason it may he deemed inexpedient to appoint him 
to such united offices, it shall he lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant, pending the consolidation of the offices, to 
appoint a fit and proper person (herein-after called “ the 
temporary Clerk of the Crown”) to perform the duties of 
pg Clerk of the Crown for such county or borough : 

(5.) If upon a vacancy occurring in the office of Clerk of the 
Peace for any county or borough the surviving officer 
shall refuse to accept the united offices, or for any other 
reason it may be deemed inexpedient to appoint him 
20 to such united offices, it shall be lawful for the Lord 

Lieutenant, pending the consolidation of the offices, to 
appoint a fit and proper person (herein-after called “ the 
temporary Clerk of the Peace”) to perform all the duties 
of the Clerk of the Peace for such county or borough : 

25 (G.) At any time after the passing of this Act before such 

vacancy or consolidation as aforesaid it shall be lawful for 
the Lord Lieutenant, with the consent of the Treasury, if 
he shall deem it expedient for the more effectual discharge 
of the duties of registrar of the Civil Bill Court of any 
30 county or borough in respect of any jurisdiction not here- 

tofore exercised by such Court, to appoint by an order 
under his hand a fit and proper person (herein-after called 
“ the additional registrar ”) temporarily to discharge so 
much of the duties of such registrar as such order may 
35 direct until ^ipon a vacancy in the office of Clerk of the 

Peace provision shall be made for the effectual discharge 
of such duties by the appointment of a temporary Clerk of 
the Peace or of a Clerk of the Crown and Peace for such 
county or borough : 

40 (7.) No person shall be appointed to such united offices, or 

to discharge the duties of such temporary Clerk of the 
Crown or temporary Clerk of the Peace or additional 
registrar, unless he shall be a practising attorney or soli- 
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citoi of six years standing, or, not being so qualified as an 
attorney or solicitor, hft shall at the time of the passing 
of this Act discharge the duties of Clerk of the Crown or 
Clerk of the Peace, or deputy Clerk of the Crown or 
deputy Clerk of the Peace, and the Lord Chancellor shall B 
specially certify that he is otherwise properly qualified 
for such appointment : Provided always, that an attorney 
or solicitor who shall have been appointed to discharge 
any of the above-mentioned duties, or shall have acted 
as deputy to any Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of the Peace 10 
appointed before the passing of this Act, shall be deemed 
wi thin the meaning of the provisions of this section to 
have practised as an attorney or solicitor during such tune 
as he shall have discharged such duties or acted as such 
deputy. Every person so appointed shall discharge the 16 
duties of his office in person and not by deputy, except m 
case of illness or other exceptional circumstances and by 
permission of the Lord Lieutenant, but this shall not 
prevent him whilst so discharging his duties m person 
from employing clerical assistants at his own expense, 20 
if he shall, so think fit : 

(8.) Any person holding the office of Clerk of the Crown and 
Peace shall not practise as an attorney or solicitor nor 
shall he act in the Commission of the Peace ; he shall hold 
his office by the same tenure as an officer serving m the 25 
permanent civil service of the Crown, and shall be hound 
to devote his whole time to the duties thereof : 

(9.) Every person appointed additional registrar under this sec- 
tion shall he paid for Iris services such remuneration as 
the Treasury, with the consent of the Lord Chancellor, 30 
shall from time to time appoint. Every such person shall 
from time to time' be removable by the Lord Lieutenant 
without having any claim to compensation by reason of 
such removal: 

(10.1 It shall be lawful for the Treasury, with the consent ot 3o 
the Lord Chancellor, if they shall so think fit, from time 
to time to direct that such annual or other allowance as 
they shall think proper shall be made for defraying the 
expense of postage, books, stationery, and other requisites, 
or necessary clerical assistance in the office of Clerk of the 40 
Crown and Peace or additional registrar : 

(11.) In case any person appointed to the office of Clerk of the 
Crown before the passing of this Act, and who at the time 
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of Ms appointment liad accepted same, subject to such 
alterations or duties as should he made therein or added 
thereto by Parliament, shall refuse to accept the office oi 
Clerk of the Crown and Peace if offered him, it shall be 
5 lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall so think At, to 

direct that such person shall cease to hold the said office 
of Clerk of the Crown without being entitled to any grant, 
pension, or superannuation allowance whatsoever : 

(12 ) Every person who shah he appointed to the office of Clerk 
10 of the Crown and Peace for any . county or borough 

shall have all the powers, jurisdictions, and authorities 
belonging to or exerciseablo by virtue of each of the said 
offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace within 
such county or borough respectively, and every person 
IB appointed temporary Clerk of the Crown or temporary Clerk 

of the Peace, or additional registrar, or otherwise tempo- 
rarily employed to discharge any of the duties of the 
offices of Clerk of the Crown or Clerk iof the Peace by 
.virtue of this Act, shall have, during the time he shall 
20 be so employed and in respect of the duties which he 

shall be so appointed to discharge, the like powers, ju™- 
dictions, and authorities, and be subject to the like obliga- 
tions and control, as if he were a permanent officer. 

6 No person holding the office of Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of 
25 the Peace 1 at the time of the passing of this Act shall thereafter 
discharge any of the duties of Ms office by any deputy who shall 
not have bin approved of by the Lord Chancellor ; and any such 
Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of the Peace chschargmg any such 

duties by any deputy not so approved shall by so doing foiteit all 

30 right to any salary during the time of the discharge of his dukes 
by a deputy not so approved, and shall in case he Lord Chancellor 
so direct cease" to hold the office of Clerk of the Crown or Clerk 
of the Peace, as the case may be. 

7 Every persoii who after the passing of thrs Act rs appointed 
3B to the office of Clerk of the Crown and Peace or temporary Clerk 
of the Crown or temporary Clerk of the Peace, or additional regis- 
ter as herein-before mentioned, shall before entering upon the 
duties of such office give security for the due discharge of the dirties 
of rach office, in double the amount of his estimated annual salary 
40 mdeirihe provisions of this Act in such manner as the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, with the consent of the Treasury, may tom time to time 

° rd 8 r p“atl jury of each county in Ireland shall continue to 
presJ and each borough shall continue to pay, the respective 
[119.] A 4 
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salaries now presentable or payable for the Clerk of the Crown and 
tbe Clerk of the Peace respectively in sucb county or borough, so 
long as regards each of such salaries as the person at the time 
of the passing of this Act filling the office in respect of which 
same is presentable or payable, or as the person who may be 5 
appointed thereto as temporary Clerk of the Crown or temporary 
Clerk of the Peace shall continue to hold such office. And so 
long as any person now filling the office of Clerk of the Crown 
or of Clerk of the Peace in any county or borough, or his deputy 
heretofore appointed, shall be entitled to receive any annual sum 10 
by way of special pension under the provisions of this Act, the 
grand jury of such county shall present, and such borough shall 
pay the amount of every such annual sum granted by way of special 
pension. 

Any person appointed under the provisions of this Act temporary 16 
Clerk of the Crown or temporary Clerk of the Peace in any county 
or borough, shall so long as he continues in such office be entitled to 
take and receive all such presentments and payments and all the 
fees and other emoluments pertaining to the office of Clerk of the 
Crown or Clerk of the Peace respectively for such county or 20 
borough in like manner as the persons now respectively holding 
such offices may take and receive the same. 

Upon the final union and consolidation of said offices in the 
person of a single officer under this Act, and so soon as the several 
salaries and special pensions in this section mentioned shall cease to 26 
be payable in any county or borough, such grand jury or borough, as 
the case may be, shall cease to be chargeable with the payment of 
any sum in respect of the salaries or special pensions of said 
officers respectively, and no such salaries shall any longer be 
presented or paid. 30 

9. Notwithstanding the union and consolidation of the offices of 
Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace, and both before and 
after such consolidation, the several grand juries and boroughs in 
Ireland respectively shall continue to present and pay all sums 
other than salaries now presentable or payable by them respectively gg 
for or in respect of the offices of the Clerk of the Crown and Clerk 

of the Peace under section one hundred and ten of the Act passed 
in the session held in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of 
His late Majesty King William the Pourth, chapter one hundred 
and sixteen. ^ 

10 . Prom and after the miion and consolidation of the offices of 
Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace in any county or 
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borough, all tlie fees and. emoluments now receivable by or payable 
to tlie Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace in such county 
or borough other than the salaries and emoluments now present- 
able or payable by the grand jury of such county or by such 
5 borough for or to any of such officers, shall be receivable by Her 
Majesty’s Exchequer, and shall be collected and paid over in such 
manner as the Treasury from time to time shall direct, and the 
several provisions of any Act or Acts with respect to the fixing and 
collecting of fees taken in the Civil Bill Courts of Ireland, and the 
10 paying of the same into the receipt of Her Majesty’s Exchequer, 
shall, in so far as the same may be applicable, be applied to and 
shall regulate the fees and emoluments in this section mentioned. 

11. Every person holding the office of Clerk of the Crown or 
Clerk of the Peace, or of Clerk of the Crown and Peace, and every 
15 person appointed temporary Clerk of the Grown or temporary Clerk 
of the Peace, or additional registrar, for any county or borough, shall 
keep in the town in such county in which the assizes for such 
county are or shall be holden, or in the said borough, an office; and 
such office shall be kept open every day except Sunday, Good Eriday, 
20 and Christmas Day for such time as the Lord Chancellor shall 
appoint ; and if any such officer shall omit or neglect to keep 
such office, or to keep the same open during such time as 
the Lord Chancellor shall appoint, he shall for every such 
omission or neglect forfeit the sum of five pounds to any per- 
25 son who shall sue for the same by civil bill before the chairman 
having jurisdiction to determine causes by civil bill in the town 
or borough in which such office is or ought to be kept, or 
by action in any of the superior courts; and such officer shall 
and may be fined (whether sued for such penalty or not) by any 
30 judge of assize at any assizes for such county such sum not 
exceeding ten pounds as he shall think proper for every such omis- 
sion or neglect : Provided always, that when and as long as any 
such officer shall in • the discharge of his official duties be neces- 
sarily absent from such office the same may be kept open and all 
35 the business thereof discharged by a fit and competent clerk, whom 
such officer may at his own expense employ, and for whom he shall 
be responsible. 

12. In case of the Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of the Peace, 
or Clerk of the Crown and Peace, for any county or borough, or the 
40 deputy of any such Clerk of the Crown or Peace, or the temporary 
Clerk of the Crown or the temporary Clerk of the Peace, or addi- 
tional registrar, suddenly dying or becoming incapacitated from 
discharging his duties diuing any assizes, it shall be lawful for the 
[119.] B 
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judges of assize, or one of tliem, to appoint a fit and proper person 
to discharge the duties of such officer during such assizes, and in the 
case of such sudden death or incapacity occurring during the 
holding of any quarter sessions or Civil Bill Court or land sessions, 
the chairman presiding in or holding such court or sessions may 5 
appoint a fit and proper person to discharge the duties of such 
officer during the holding of such sessions or court, and any person 
so appointed shall have for the purpose of discharging such duties 
all the power and authority, and while he shall hold such appoint- 
ment shall he subject to all the liabilities which the officer so 10 
dying or becoming incapacitated would have had or to which he 
would Lave been liable. 

13. Prom and after the time of any such union and consolidation 
of the offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace, the 
Treasury shall in each year ending on the thirty-first day of March 15 
cause an account to be taken setting out in detail upon the debtor 
side thereof all sums and expenses which under the provisions of this 
Act or of the Act of the session of the second and third years of 
the reign of His Majesty King William the Pourth, chapter eighty- 
eight, section sixty-seven, or of the Act of the session of the 20 
fourteenth and fifteenth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter fifty-seven, section four, and Schedule B., or of the Act 
of the session of the twenty-first and twenty-second years of the 
reign of Her present Majesty, chapter eighty r- eight, or of the 
Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, and any Act for the time 25 
being in force altering, amending, or affecting the same, are or 
shall be made chargeable upon and payable out of public funds, 
and setting off upon the credit side of such account all moneys, 
fees, and emoluments receivable by the Treasury and by Her 
Majesty’s Exchequer under the said Acts and this Act : 30 

(1.) If from the time when such consolidation as aforesaid shall 
have been effected, it shall appear that the aggregate 
amount upon the credit side of such account is insuffi- 
cient to balance the amount appearing upon the debtor 
side of such account in respect of the entire charge of the 35 
united offices of the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, 
including therein the salaries, expenses, and pensions of 
such united offices and two-third parts of the salaries and 
pensions payable to the chairmen out of public funds, 
then in every such case the Clerk of the Pines and 40 
Penalties in Ireland shall, on a requisition to that effect 
from the Treasury, apply towards making up the defi- 
ciency so ascertained the whole or so much as may be 
necessary of the surplus of the moneys arising from the

defraying all expenses under that Act, anything in the 
said Act or in any Act amending the same to the contrary 
5 notwithstanding ; and from and after the passing of this 

Act the application of such surplus in payment to 
treasurers in counties and boroughs under the said Dogs 
Regulation (Ireland) Act, 1865, and any Act amending 
the same, shall he subject in the first instance to any pay- 
10 ments by this Act authorised to be made out of such 

surplus : 

(2.) The amount so applied by the Clerk of the Dines and 
Penalties in any such year shall be paid over to Her 
Majesty’s Exchequer in such manner as the Treasury 
25 shall from time to time direct : 

(3.) A copy of such account shall be laid before both Houses of 
Parliament within one month from the thirty-first March 
in every year if Parliament shall be then sitting, and if 
Parliament be not then sitting, then within one month 
2 Q after it shall be next assembled, . 

14. With a view to effecting the union of the offices of Clerk Special pen- 
of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace for any county or borough, 

the Lord Lieutenant may, with the approval of the Treasury, at of these 
any time after the 'passing of this Act, grant to any person holding officcs - 
25 either of such offices who shall retire from the same, byway of 
special pension, such annual sum as, having regard to length of 
service and the other circumstances of such case, he may think 
fit, not exceeding two thirds of the entire yearly salary and emolu- 
ments of the office of such person at the time of such retirement, 

30 less the amount of the annual sums (if any) paid by him to and 
the emoluments (if any) received by his deputy, and may also 
grant in like manner to such deputy an annual grant, by way of 
special pension, of a sum not exceeding two thirds of the amount 
of such annual sums and emoluments (if any) so payable to or 
35 receivable by him, notwithstanding the conditions imposed by any 
other Act on the grant of a pension or superannuation allowance. 

15. The Lord Lieutenant may, with the approval of the Trea- pensions 

sury, grant to any person who shall after the passing of this Act f 

be appointed to the office of Clerk of the Crown and Peace for suc h offices. 

_ any county or borough, upon his retirement from such office, a 
pension, the amount whereof shall be ascertained and determined 
according to the principles of the Superannuation Act, 1859, but 
which shall not exceed in any case two thirds of his salary at the 
[119.] B 2 
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time of sucli retirement : Provided always, that in reckoning the 
period of his service for the purposes of such Act, the time (if any) 
during which such person may have filled the office of Clerk of the 
Crown or of Clerk of the Peace for such county or borough shall 
he included : And provided further, that no person who shall from 5 
and after the passing of this Act he appointed a deputy by any 
Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of the Peace, or who shall be tem- 
porarily appointed for the discharge of the duties of either of such 
offices, shall, upon removal or retirement therefrom, be entitled to 
any pension, gratuity, or superannuation allowance. 10 

16 . The Treasury shall, out of such funds as shall from time to 
time he provided hy Parliament in that hehalf, make the following 
payments to the persons, and in manner herein-after mentioned, in 
each and every year : 

(1.) To every person now holding the office of Clerk of the Peace 15 
for any county or borough such additional sum annually 
as may by any order of the Treasury made from time to 
time, with the concurrence of the Lord Chancellor, be 
added thereto in consideration of any duties which he may 
hereafter discharge as registrar of a Civil Bill Court, in 20 
addition to those which he is now required to perform as 
such registrar : 

(2.) To every person who shall after the passing of this Act be 
appointed to the office of Clerk of the Crown and Peace 
such annual sum by way of salary as the Treasury, with 25 
the concurrence of the Lord Chancellor, shall from time 
to time direct, having regard to the extent and nature 
of the duties of such office : 

(3.) To any person who under the provisions of this Act shall be 

appointed to discharge the duties of additional Registrar 30 
or the Civil Bill Court of any county or borough, or tempo- 
rary registrar of the city of Dublin, as by this Act defined, 
or who shall have been temporarily employed under the 
provision of this Act for the discharge of any duties in 
case of the sudden death or incapacity of the officer other- 35 
wise bound to perform the same, such sum as the Treasury, 
with the concurrence of the Lord Chancellor, shall from 
time to time order and direct : 

(4.) Such sums as may from time to time be allowed under 

the provisions of this Act for clerical assistance and other 40 
office expenses, same to be paid to the persons and in the 
manner to be specified by the Treasury when ordering 
such payments : 
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(5.) To the different persons entitled thereto as having held the A - p - 1876 ‘ 
office of Clerk- of the Crown and Peace the amounts 
which shall from time to time he payable to them re- 
spectively under the provisions of this Act by way of 
5 pension or superannuation. 

17. The provisions of this Act as to special pensions shall apply “y*” 1 ”,}]-' 0 
to the person at the time of the passing of this Act holding the this Act to 
office of Registrar of Civil Bills for the city of Dublin as if he were “ 

a Clerk of the Peace, and until the office of such registrar shall Agistor 
10 become vacant by the retirement of such registrar or otherwise, “““‘“of ' 
it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, with the consent of the Dublin. 
Treasury, to appoint a person duly qualified under this Act to be ^ 

additional registrar for the said city of Dublin, and in ease the 
office of such Registrar of Civil Bills shall become vacant before 
15 the final consolidation of the offices of Clerk of the Crown and 
Clerk of the Peace in said county of the city of Dublin, it shall 
be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, with the consent of the Treasury, 
to appoint a person (herein-before referred to as “ the temporary 
registrar for the city of Dublin”), duly qualified as aforesaid, to act 
20 as a temporary registrar, and who shall discharge all the duties which 
the Registrar of Civil Bills for the city of Dublin at any time may 
lawfully be required to perform, and who shall take and receive all 
the fees and emoluments which the said registrar is now entitled to 
take and received : Provided always, that upon the consolidation 

25 of the offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace for the 
county of the city of Dublin, and upon the death or retirement of 
the person at the time of the passing of this Act holding the 
office of Registrar of Civil Bills for the city of Dublin, the 
said office shall cease and determine, and all acts, duties, and 
30 functions which are now by law imposed upon such registrar 
shall be done and performed by the Clerk of the Crown and 
Peace for the county of the city of Dublin, and all the fees 
and emoluments which the said registrar is now entitled to take 
and receive shall thenceforth be paid into the receipt of Her 
35 Majesty’s Exchequer in like manner as- the fees and emoluments 
receivable by or payable to the several persons now holding the 
offices of Clerk of the Crown or Clerk of the Peace in the several 
counties and boroughs in Ireland are by this section directed upon 
the consolidation of the said offices to be paid.
